In the Official Action mailed on January 24, 2005, the Examiner rejected claims 23-26, 
28 and 31, and objected to claims 29, 30 and 32-34. The Examiner rejected claims 23-26, 28 and 
3 1 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over certain claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,675,031 and the Examiner rejected claim 
27 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over certain claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,675,031 in view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,779,630. The Examiner withdrew all remaining objections and rejections.
